Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1961,  as  required  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  under  the  Regulations  5(3)  and  15(5)  of  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Departments  and  this  appears  under  a 
separate  report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect 
of  each  district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to 
the  Report  relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  mid-year  estimate  has  decreased,  being  62,480 
compared  with  63,590  last  year.  The  population  increased  by 
70  in  Cirencester  Urban  District  and  by  40  in  Tetbury  Rural 
District  and  decreased  by  410  in  Cirencester  Rural  District,  i 

by  550  in  North  Cotswold  Rural  District  and  by  260  in  x 

Northleach  Rural  District.  ^ 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  17.3 
compared  with  16.3  in  1960.  There  were  1,082  live  births 
compared  with  1,037  in  1960,  the  corresponding  still  birth 
figures  being  17  and  12.  The  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  live 
and  still  births  was  15.5  compared  with  19.1  for  England  j 

and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  4.3  ^ 

compared  with  4.9  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was  19.4  compared  with  14.5  the  ’ 

previous  year;  the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  21.6.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under 
four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  was  12.9  compared  with 

9.6  for  the  previous  year  and  with  15.5  for  England  and 
Wales.  One  woman  died  in  consequence  of  childbirth. 

The  total  registered  deaths,  728  compares  with  713  in  i 

1960.  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,009  of  the  population  was  * 

1 1.6  compared  with  12.0  for  England  and  Wales.  The  deaths 

certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were  220  and  99  were  ^ 
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due  to  coronorary  disease.  Cancer  caused  105  deaths  of 
which  13  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  11  of  which  were 
male.  There  were  19  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  in  1960. 
Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  117  deaths. 
At  death  74.5  per  cent  had  survived  to  over  65  years  of  age 
and  54.2  per  cent  had  survived  to  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  1,557  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
compared  with  382  for  the  previous  year.  The  widespread 
epidemic  of  measles  accounted  for  1,203  of  these  notifications. 

There  were  24  notifications  of  tuberculosis,  of  which  20 
were  pulmonary,  the  same  number  as  in  1960.  There  were  5 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  were  34  notifications  of  food  poisoning  during  the 
year.  These  were  associated  with  a milk  borne  outbreak  of 
Salmonella  heidelberg  infection  due  to  unpasteurised 
tuberculin-tested  milk  which  occurred  in  the  Cirencester 
Urban  and  Rural  areas.  The  first  case  was  notified  on  the 
10th  November  in  the  Rural  District  and  at  the  same  time  it 
was  found  that  a neighbouring  family  had  also  had 
symptoms.  Mr.  Hayward,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who 
investigated,  found  that  several  members  of  both  families 
had  had  symptoms  and  the  only  common  food  factor 
appeared  to  be  milk.  Arrangements  were  made  to  take  milk 
samples  from  the  dairy  but  on  the  13th  when  further  cases 
were  reported  it  was  decided  to  have  all  the  milk  pasteurised 
without  waiting  for  the  analyst’s  report. 

Four  farms  supplied  the  dairy  and  salmonella  heidelberg 
was  isolated  from  three  churns  from  one  of  the  farms  but  not 
from  17  churns  from  the  three  other  farms. 

The  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  was  called  in  but 
clinical  e.xamination  of  the  herd  revealed  nothing.  Faecal 
samples  from  the  herd  were  also  negative  but  one  calf  which 
had  been  fed  on  the  contaminated  milk  was  positive.  It  was 
puzzling  because  usually  two  churns  at  any  one  milking  were 
found  to  be  contaminated  and  while  the  Veterinary  Officers 
continued  to  investigate  the  herd  we  searched  for  other 
sources  of  contamination.  Although  we  found  cases  or 
symptomless  excreters  in  people  employed  both  at  the  farm 


and  at  the  dairy,  these  cases  occurred  in  the  outbreak  and 
had  consumed  the  milk  whilst  other  members  of  the  families 
who  had  not  had  the  milk  were  negative.  Dr.  N.  S.  Galbraith 
of  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  who  had  been 
investigating  contamination  of  animal  feeding  stuff  joined  to 
help  and  the  search  for  the  source  continued.  We  found 
that  if  the  filter  pad  in  the  strainer  through  which  the  milk 
was  poured  into  the  churns  was  changed  for  each  churn  then 
only  one  churn  was  positive.  In  the  meantime  individual  milk 
samples  from  the  herd  showed  that  one  cow  was  excreting 
salmonella  heidelberg  and  at  post  mortem  this  cow  was 
shown  to  have  a symptomless  salmonella  mastitis.  Salmonella 
heidelberg  was  eventually  isolated  at  a factory  where  cattle 
cake  had  been  purchased,  though  not  from  the  cattle  cake 
itself  but  cross  contamination  could  have  occurred  and  this 
was  the  likely  source  of  the  infection.  After  the  cow  had  been 
removed  from  the  herd  we  continued  to  sample  the  milk 
from  the  farm  but  no  further  contamination  was  found.  On 
the  human  side  there  were  77  cases  and  46  symptomless 
excreters  and  probably  others  not  discovered.  There  were  no 
deaths.  Many  of  the  cases  even  after  several  courses  of  treat- 
ment remained  carriers  for  a considerable  period.  This  out- 
break illustrates  the  need  for  pasteurising  all  milk.  i 

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  is 
detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  By  the  use 
of  Improvement  Grants,  both  standard  and  discretionary, 
many  cottages  are  being  brought  up  to  standard.  The  pro- 


vision of  public  water  supplies  and  sewerage  always  gives  an  / 

impetus  to  cottage  improvement.  In  the  rural  districts  out  of  ^ 
a total  of  1 1 1 parishes,  94  have  public  mains  water  available  *5 

and  20^  parishes  have  public  sewers  available.  Further  ’ 

schemes  for  water  and  sewerage  are  in  various  stages  of 
readiness  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  will  be  completed  in 
1962. 


If  the  Councils  press  ahead  with  these  schemes  and  with 
slum  clearance,  most  houses  in  the  area  should  be  of  a d 

reasonable  standard  in  the  foreseeable  future  although  some 
property  owners  are  reluctant  to  carry  out  improvements  and 
make  use  of  the  Grants  available. 
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The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria 
was  1,254  compared  with  1,107  the  previous  year.  Most 
parents  are  taking  advantage  of  the  triple  vaccine  which 
also  protects  their  children  against  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  during  the 
year,  the  response  from  the  age  groups  between  20  and  40 
still  being  poor.  It  is  hoped  that  more  will  take  advantage  of 
the  oral  vaccine. 

Once  again  1 would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  Councils  and  Committees  for 
their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

In  addition  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  help. 

I also  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Clerks  and 
other  Officers  of  the  Councils  for  their  help  throughout  the 
year.

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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1961 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  work 
of  my  department  for  the  year  1961. 

Again  this  year  the  emphasis  has  been  on  Meat 
Inspection  and  in  spite  of  the  increased  killing  in  Cattle, 
Sheep  and  Pigs  every  carcase  was  examined,  this  of  course 
was  made  possible  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Inspector  who  assisted  in  this  work. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council,  the  Clerk  and  my  colleagues  in  my  own  and  other 
departments  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the 
year. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

The  Council’s  water  undertaking  was  handed  over 
to  the  newly  constituted  Cotswold  Water  Board  on  the 
1st  April,  1961,  although  the  Council’s  staff  assisted  the 
new  Board  for  the  first  few  months. 

The  Council’s  artesian  borehole  station  at  Baunton 
is  now  one  of  the  Board’s  main  sources  of  water  and  is 
being  used  not  only  for  the  supply  of  the  town  but  also 
for  a large  part  of  the  surrounding  Rural  District.  The 
Board  proposes  to  further  extend  the  use  of  this  station 
and  also  to  provide  a link  up  of  mains  with  other  water- 
works to  provide  against  any  possibility  of  failure  due  to 
an  electrical  or  mechanical  fault. 

With  the  addition  during  the  year  of  further  areas 
of  the  Rural  District  and  the  growth  of  the  town,  the 
quantity  supplied  from  Baunton  has  increased  from  about 
800,000  gallons  per  day  to  about  1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 
Chlorination  of  the  supply  is  carried  out  at  the  Works. 
Bacteriological  examinations  of  two  raw  water  samples  and 
six  consumer  samples  showed  that  the  quality  of  the  water 
is  of  an  exceptionally  high  standard  of  purity. 

Standpipes 

There  are  four  standpipes  serving  27  properties  with 
a population  of  approximately  81.  These  are  slum  clearance 
type  of  properties  which  are  being  dealt  with. 
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One  house  was  found  to  be  without  a sufficient  water 
supply.  A Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  and  a supply 
of  water  from  the  town’s  main  was  provided. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  Swimming  Baths  were  open  from  the  beginning 
of  May  until  the  end  of  September  and  once  again  proved 
very  popular.  The  heating  of  the  bath  water  was  reinstated 
in  time  for  the  swimming  season. 

As  in  past  years  day  time  reservations  were  made 
for  schools  in  the  area,  for  students  from  the  Royal 
Agricultural  College  and  personnel  from  the  R.A.F.,  South 
Cerney. 

The  water  for  the  Baths  is  drawn  from  the  town 
supply  at  Baunton  and  a continuous  process  of  filtration 
and  chlorination  takes  place  giving  a complete  change  of 
water  in  eight  hours. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

No  major  extensions  were  carried  out  to  the  sewerage 
system  except  for  new  development  and  the  extension  of 
the  sewer  from  the  new  estate  in  the  Stratton  area  to 
provide  proper  drainage  for  16  Council  houses. 

Drainage  arrangements  in  the  Stratton  or  west  side 
of  the  town  are  unsatisfactory  and  a scheme  was  prepared  i 

to  extend  the  sewers  in  this  area  and  received  approval 
in  principal  from  the  Ministry. 

The  Surveyor  is  carrying  out  a survey  of  the  sewers 
in  the  town,  some  of  which  are  about  90  years  old,  to 
ascertain  their  condition.  It  is  anticipated  that  some  of 
these  will  have  to  be  relaid.  / 

No  particular  difficulties  were  experienced  at  the  3 
Disposal  Works  and  none  of  the  samples  of  final  effluent 
taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Inspectors  were  ’ 

unfavourably  commented  upon. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  continued  on  a weekly  basis  and  disposal 
was  by  controlled  tipping.  The  quantity  of  refuse  dealt 
with  totalled  3,626  tons. 

.Salvage  f 

Waste  paper  totalling  76  tons  11  cwts.  was  separated, 
baled  and  sold,  the  value  being  £603.  Scrap  metal  was 
.sold  to  the  value  of  £166. 
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Drainage 

As  a result  of  an  inspection  one  house  was  found 
to  be  without  a sanitary  sink  and  proper  means  of  disposing 
of  waste  water.  Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  who 
subsequently  provided  a proper  sink  and  laid  new  drainage. 

The  department  was  called  in  to  investigate  the 
cause  of  serious  obstruction  in  three  main  drains  serving 
a total  of  18  properties.  On  inspection  it  was  found  that 
the  drainage  systems  were  without  proper  means  of  access 
and  the  position  of  the  main  drain  to  where  it  met  the 
sewer  was  not  known.  The  line  of  drain  was  subsequently 
traced  and  the  cause  of  the  trouble  was  found  to  be 
defective  old  type  running  traps  on  the  line  of  drain  within 
15  feet  of  the  main  sewer.  All  traps  were  removed  and 
the  drains  repaired,  and  in  one  case  a manhole  was  built 
for  access  purposes. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

A short  length  of  stream  which  was  a tributary  of 
the  Thames  was  found  to  be  overgrown  and  silted  up  in 
the  Stratton  area.  The  Brewery  Co.,  responsible  were 
called  upon  to  clear  the  stream  and  this  work  was  carried 
out  satisfactorily. 

An  inspection  of  the  stream  which  runs  from  the 
Gloucester  Street  Bridge  to  the  Barton  Mill  revealed  that 
it  was  very  overgrown  and  silted  up  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  free  flow  of  water  through  it  was  being  obstructed. 
This  matter  was  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  as  the  stream  and  land  through  which  it  runs  was  owned 
by  the  Council  temporary  works  were  promptly  carried  out 
by  the  Surveyor’s  Department  to  clear  the  weed,  and  a large 
scheme  was  prepared  for  removing  the  silt  by  mechanical 
means  and  spreading  on  adjacent  land. 

Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

The  wall  of  a Garage  building  which  adjoins  the 
Highway  was  found  to  be  in  a dangerous  condition  and  the 
timbers  were  in  a state  of  collapse.  The  owners  of  the 
premises  were  called  upon  to  make  the  structure  safe  and 
this  was  done. 
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Offensive  Trades 

Consent  was  given  to  the  two  Bacon  Factories  to 
continue  to  operate  waste  eliminating  plants,  blood  drying 
and  fat  extracting  plants  at  their  premises. 

These  processes,  being  synonymous  with  the 
slaughtering  of  pigs  are  inspected  regularly  and  are 
satisfactory. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  applications  for  the  renewal  of  Licences  to  keep 
Pet  Shops  were  received.  After  the  premises  were  inspected 
the  renewal  of  the  Licences  was  approved. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

Upon  request  from  the  owners,  the  department 
carried  out  the  fumigation  of  two  private,  empty  houses. 
The  disinfestation  of  a Council  house  of  bed  bugs  was  also 
carried  out. 

Clean  Air  Act 

Complaints  were  received  from  certain  occupiers  of 
property  with  regard  to  the  emission  of  Grit  from  a Dr\’ 
Cleaners  Premises  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  This  was 
investigated  and  petra  dishes  were  placed  in  various  positions 
to  record  the  amount  of  Grit  deposited. 

The  result  showed  that  Grit  was  being  deposited  in 
the  area,  and  the  owner  of  the  premises  concerned  was 
called  upon  to  give  more  attention  to  the  care  of  the 
Boiler.  The  forced  draught  was  reduced  and  the  chimney 
was  swept. 

Nuisances  Under  the  Public  Health  Act 

69  Nuisances  were  reported  during  the  year.  74 
Nuisances  were  Abated  during  the  same  period  but  some 
related  to  Nuisances  observed  in  1960.  The  Public  Health 
Committee  authorised  the  service  of  6 Statutory  Notices 
but  it  was  only  found  necessary  to  serve  two  of  these. 

The  majority  of  the  Nuisances  observed  were  due  to 
housing  defects  such  as  defective  roofs,  spouting  and  damp- 
ness, but  there  were  also  a number  of  obstructed  main  drains 
causing  dampness  and  flooding. 
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Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

As  a result  of  complaints  from  residents  in  different 
areas  of  the  town  two  Noise  Nuisances  were  observed.  The 
first  Nuisance  was  caused  by  the  high  pitched  hissing  noise 
from  electric  motors  situated  in  the  cowling  on  two  Maltings 
abutting  a narrow  street.  This  noise  was  on  throughout  the 
night  and  went  on  till  the  early  morning  and  the  occupier 
of  a certain  property  which  was  only  30  feet  away  was 
unable  to  sleep  through  it. 

The  Owners  of  the  Maltings  were  contacted  and  steps 
were  taken  to  Abate  the  Nuisance.  Accoustic  Board  and 
wire  mesh  was  fitted  inside  the  cowling  at  both  Malthouses 
and  the  electric  motors  were  overhauled  and  the  running 
time  of  the  motors  after  10.00  p.m.  was  greatly  reduced. 
Since  then  no  further  complaints  were  received. 

The  second  Noise  Nuisance  was  observed  at  a Dair} 
where  pasteurising  and  bottling  was  carried  on.  These 
premises  were  situated  amongst  dwelling  houses  and  the 
Dairy  commenced  operations  at  5.00  a.m.  every  morning. 

Observations  were  taken  and  it  was  noted  that  a 
considerable  noise  was  made  at  the  front  of  the  building 
when  churns  were  off  loaded  from  lorries  on  to  a concrete 
bay  and  when  delivery  vehicles  were  loaded  by  the  rounds- 
men with  full  crates  of  bottled  milk.  After  discussions  on 
the  site  with  a Director  of  the  firm,  a thick  rubber  mat 
was  provided  on  the  concrete  loading  bay  to  receive  chums 
and  the  premises  were  subsequently  altered  to  allow  loading 
of  bottled  milk  to  be  carried  out  under  cover  at  the  rear 
of  the  premises.  The  Noise  was  greatly  reduced  and  the 
Nuisance  Abated. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

Two  applications  were  received  for  the  renewal  of 
site  licences  to  station  caravans  in  different  parts  of  the 
town. 

Upon  approval  under  the  Town  and  Countrx 
Planning  Act  being  given  to  one  applicant,  a licence,  with 
certain  conditions  attached,  for  a period  of  three  years  was 
granted. 

The  second  applicant  did  not  comply  with  conditions 
laid  down  by  the  Town  Planning  Authority  with  regard  to 
the  site  and  a licence  was  not  issued  in  this  case. 
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Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Material  Act,  1951 

No  applications  for  registration  were  received. 

Ice-Cream  Premises — Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Six  new  applications  were  received  and  approved  for 
the  registration  of  premises  to  sell  and  store  ice-cream. 

One  Registration  certificate  was  re-issued  due  to  a change 
in  the  occupier  of  the  premises. 

No  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Of  all  the  shops  visited  it  was  not  necessary  to  call 
for  any  action  except  under  the  heading  of  The  FockI 
Hygiene  Regulations  or  for  Food  Shops. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960 

The  above  Regulations  which  were  made  jointly  by 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the 
Minister  of  Health  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1961. 

The  Regulations  changed  the  procedure  for  dealing  with 
Licences  other  than  those  issued  by  the  Minister.  The 
responsibility  for  the  issue  of  Licences  was  transferred  to  * 
the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  being  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority. 

Twelve  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year, 

9 Pasteurised  Milk  and  3 Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  two 
samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  keeping  quality. 

This  was  taken  up  with  the  Dairy  Company  concerned. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  20  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  as  a result  of  an  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning.  All  ; 

the  samples  were  taken  from  churns  early  in  the  morning 

as  they  arrived  from  the  Farms,  these  were  submitted  to  the 
Gloucester  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  and 
the  organism  Salmonella  Heidelberg  was  isolated  in  three 
samples  from  one  Farm.  This  eventually  enabled  the  source 
of  the  outbreak  to  be  traced. 

All  the  Dairy  Premises  in  the  town  were  visited  f 

from  time  to  time.  Unsatisfactory  paving  at  the  side  and 

rear  of  one  Dairy  was  completely  renewed  and  redecorative 
work  was  called  for  at  another  Dairy.  N 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958 

Four  new  applications  for  Licences  were  received 
and  granted.  Seventeen  applications  for  renewal  were  also 
approved. 

A Licence  endorsed  to  permit  the  slaughter  of  horses 
was  issued  to  the  Slaughterman  at  the  V.W.H.  Kennels. 

Knackers  Yard 

These  premises  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  in 
a clean  and  well  maintained  condition,  and  accordingly 
the  Licence  to  use  the  premises  as  a Knackers  Yard  was 
renewed. 

Slaughterhouses 

As  in  previous  years  licences  were  issued  to  the 
two  Bacon  Factories.  A licence  for  a period  of  one  year 
was  issued  to  the  Private  Slaughterhouse. 

Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958 

The  appointed  date  for  works  to  be  completed  to 
comply  with  the  Regulations  made  under  the  above  Act. 
is  the  1st  January,  1963. 

The  Proprietors  of  the  Bacon  Factories  are  in  the 
process  of  carrying  out  and  completing  the  various  works 
required  at  their  respective  premises. 

The  Owner  and  Occupier  of  the  Private  Slaughter- 
house, having  regard  to  the  large  amount  of  money  needed 
to  make  the  premises  comply  with  the  Regulations,  has  not 
carried  out  any  works,  therefore  on  the  e.xpiry  of  the  current 
Slaughterhouse  Licence  on  the  25  th  July,  1962,  the 
Slaughterhouse  will  cease  to  operate  as  such. 

Meat  Inspection 

Throughout  the  year  100  per  cent,  inspection  of  all 
animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  has  been  carried 
out.  The  total  number  of  pigs  killed  last  year  was  38,282, 
this  year  45,591,  an  increase  of  7,309.  The  number  of 
Cattle  and  Sheep  has  increased  from  291  and  1,291  to 
377  and  1,553  respectively. 

The  Urban  Council  have  indeed  carried  out  the 
Government  Policy  of  attaining  a 100  per  cent.  Meat 
Inspection  service  and  this  has  meant  that  the  Inspectors

The  closure  of  the  Private  Slaughterhouse  will  be 
but  a small  easement  of  the  Meat  Inspection  work.

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One  firm  of  Grocers  who  prepared  cooked  food 
changed  to  premises  further  along  the  Street  and  improve- 
ments had  to  be  carried  out  to  provide  a Food  Preparing 
Room  which  would  comply  with  the  Act. 

The  Occupier  of  one  Registered  property  was  called 
upon  to  carry  out  redecoration. 

Food  (Hygiene)  Regulations 

An  inspection  of  a number  of  Food  Premises  was 
carried  out  in  the  District,  and  the  occupiers  of  20  Shops 
were  called  upon  to  carry  out  work  required  under  the 
Regulations  such  as  Redecoration,  Repair  Work  and 
Cleansing. 

Six  Mobile  Refreshment  Bars  and  Stalls  were 
inspected  on  the  site  where  the  local  carnival  was  held 
and  two  Stalls  selling  hot  dogs  and  fish  and  chips  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Both  Proprietors  were  called 
ujX)n  to  carry  out  works  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Two  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  meat 
pies  purchased  from  2 butchers’  shops  in  the  town,  alleging 
that  they  were  unsound.  The  pies  were  examined  and  all 
relevant  details  were  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee.  After  consideration  it  was  decided  that  there 
was  insufficient  evidence  to  take  legal  action  but  both 
retailers  were  reprimanded.

Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect 
of  3 of  the  propjerties  and  an  undertaking  was  given  by  an 
owner  in  respect  of  the  other  two  not  to  use  the  properties 
for  human  habitation. 

Three  Houses  were  closed  in  a Clearance  Area  which 
had  been  purchased  by  the  Council. 

A Demolition  Order  was  made  on  a property  which 
had  been  represented  in  1960.  Other  than  this,  little 
progress  was  made  in  Slum  Clearance,  again  due  to  the 
fact  that  so  few  houses  had  been  built  by  the  Council  to 
enable  re-housing  to  be  done.

Mr.  Chairman,  my  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on 
the  work  of  my  department. 

In  the  realm  of  Housing  there  was  considerable 
activity.  In  preparation  for  the  erection  of  Council  Houses 
in  various  parts  of  the  district  sites  were  inspected,  sewerage 
possibilities  examined,  site  layouts  discussed  and  purchase 
negotiations  put  in  hand. 

The  three  year  programme  of  Council  House  Improve- 
ment got  under  way  and  was  well  up  to  schedule  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

In  the  Public  Health  field  sewerage  plants,  litter  bins, 
caravan  sites  and  food  premises  are  a few  of  the  items  that 
competed  for  attention. 

My  thanks  are  due,  as  usual,  to  my  staff  for  their 
loyal  and  conscientious  work  during  the  year,  to  the  Clerk 
and  officers  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation,  and 
to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
confidence  and  support.

Water  Supplies 

Control  of  Water  Undertakings  passed  to  the  Cotswold 
Water  Board  on  April  1st,  1961,  who,  during  that  year, 
carried  out  the  following  work.  The  new  link  main  from 
the  Cirencester  Urban  District  to  Ewen  was  completed,  and 
the  public  distribution  mains  in  Fairford  were  nearly 
completed.  Work  on  the  Edgeworth  Scheme  commenced 
and  was  50%  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


Water  Samples 

Fourteen  samples  were  taken  from  public  supplies 
at  Coates,  Fairford,  Lechlade,  Marsden  and  Ready  Token. 
4 of  water  before  treatment  and  10  on  distribution.  Of 
the  raw  water  samples,  2 were  satisfactory  and  2 unsatis- 
factory. The  10  distribution  samples  were  all  satisfactory. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  of  bulk  supplies  received 
by  the  Council,  one  of  which  was  not  entirely  satisfactory. 

Nine  of  the  samples  were  examined  chemically. 

When  samples  were  not  satisfactory,  appropriate 
action  (e.g.  check  of  chlorination — notification  of  supply 
authority)  was  taken  in  each  case  followed  by  check 
sampling. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  in  the  course  of  cleansing 
and  sterilising  new  mains. 

The  Cotswold  Water  Board  will  in  future,  send 
copies  of  the  reports  on  all  their  regular  routine  samples 
to  the  Council  for  their  information. 

Of  24  samples  from  Estate  Supplies  1 2 were 
satisfactory,  and  12  unsatisfactory. 

Twenty-four  samples  were  taken  from  sources  serving 
individual  properties  and  of  these  6 were  satisfactory  and  18 
unsatisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure 
necessary  improvement.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

The  Fairford  Sewerage  Scheme  continued  to  make 
slow  progress  during  the  year. 

The  South  Cerney  Scheme  continued  satisfactorily  ^ 

in  spite  of  extremely  difficult  ground  conditions  which  * 

retarded  progress.  Ministry  Approval  was  received  to  the  j 
Kempsford  and  Whelford  Sewerage  Scheme  after  a Local 
Inquiry.  ^ 
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Preparatory  work  on  the  proposed  scheme  of  sewerage 
for  Poulton,  the  Ampneys  and  Driffield  continued, 
particularly  the  acquisition  of  sites  for  pumping  stations 
and  disposal  works. 

The  irrigation  area  serving  North  Cerney  was 
enlarged  and  improved.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  Collection  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
District  by  Contract. 

Refuse  Disposal  was  again  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  tip  near  Rhymes  Barn  Farm,  Kempsford.  Regular 
rodent  control  was  carried  out  at  the  tip. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by 
a part-time  Rodent  Operator,  shared  with  the  Cirencester 
Urban  District  Council. 

Seventy-five  farms  and  holdings  have  been  inspected, 
484  dwelling  houses  and  75  business  premises.  In  addition, 
to  Council  Property,  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at 
110  dwelling  houses  and  21  business  premises.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
population,  20,000  for  1961,  shows  a decrease  of  550  from 
the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population, 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  104. 

BIRTH  RATE 

There  were  340  births,  12  less  than  in  1960,  the 
comparable  birth  rate  being  18-4  compared  with  18-4  for 
the  previous  year  and  17-4  for  England  and  Wales. 

DEATH  RATE 

There  were  236  deaths  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  11,  the  comparable  death  rate  being  11-5  compared  with 
10-9  in  1960  and  with  12  0 for  England  and  Wales.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  at 
the  five  large  centres  of  population,  and  a fortnightly 
collection  in  all  the  other  parishes. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Naunton  was  completed  during  the 
year,  soiled  over  and  the  site  returned  to  the  farmer. 

Great  difficulty  was  found  in  finding  an  alternative 
site  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district  and  until  satisfactory 
negotiations  are  completed  in  connection  with  Slade  Quarry 
in  the  Cheltenham  Rural  District,  all  refuse  is  being  tipped 
at  the  Blockley  tip,  which  is  the  site  for  tipping  from  the 
northern  area. 

Controlled  tipping  is  practised  by  the  Council, 
mechanical  aids  being  a Bristol  22  Bulldozer  and  a 
Ferguson  tractor.  No  nuisances  from  flies,  fires  or  vermin 
occurred. 

Paper  Salvage 

The  weight  of  waste  paper  sold  was  170  tons,  12  cwts. 
2 qtrs.,  and  this  brought  in  the  sum  of  £1.183  4s.  lid. 
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HOUSING 

Individual  action  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957,  was  taken  against  37  houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  59  houses  against 
which  the  Council  had  taken  formal  action  which  were  still 
occupied  ; in  addition  there  were  13  houses  regarded  as 
unfit  against  which  the  Council  have  not  yet  taken  any 
action. 

The  Council  continue  to  pursue  their  policy  of 
encouraging  owners  to  improve  sub-standard  cottages  with 
the  aid  of  a grant,  and  many  old  stone  cottages  have  been 
preserved  in  this  way.

During  the  year  Grants  were  made  in  respect  of 
alterations  and  improvements  to  48  dwellings,  making  a 
total  of  445  Discretionary  Grant  schemes  completed  up  to 
the  end  of  1961.

WATER  SUPPLY 

On  1st  April,  1961,  the  Council’s  Water  Undertaking 
was  transferred  to  the  new  Cotswold  Water  Board. 

Prior  to  the  transfer.  Contract  No.  9 which  included 
a new  reservoir  of  100,000  gallons  capacity  at  Ford  and  the 
laying  of  new  mains  to  Temple  Guiting,  Guiting  Power  and 
Cutsdean,  was  completed  by  the  Council.  This  Contract 
saw  the  completion  of  the  Council’s  Comprehensive  Water 
Scheme. 

Close  co-operation  is  being  maintained  with  officers 
of  the  Water  Board  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
whereby  copies  of  analyses  of  “ consumer  ” water  samples 
taken  by  the  Board  are  supplied  to  the  Council  for 
information. 

The  water  supply  in  the  area  has  been  generally 
satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity  with  the  exception 
of  two  private  supplies  at  Adlestrop  and  Aston  Subedge. 
The  question  of  the  provision  of  a satisfactory  supply  of 
wholesome  water  in  these  two  villages  is  being  actively 
pursued  by  the  Council  with  the  Agents  for  the  estates 
concerned. 

169  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriolo^cal  analysis 
from  the  mains  supply,  of  which  149  were  satisfactory  and 
20  unsatisfactory.  The  cases  of  unfit  samples  were 
investigated  and  the  causes  eliminated. 

50  samples  were  taken  from  private  sources,  of  which 
1 8 were  satisfactory  and  32  unsatisfactory.  Appropriate 
action  was  taken  where  the  samples  were  unsatisfactor>' 
(see  paragraph  regarding  supplies  to  Adlestrop  and  Aston 
Subedge). 

The  water  supply  in  this  area  is  generally  hard,  and 
no  trouble  is  experienced  from  plumbo-solvent  action.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Work  on  the  schemes  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  of  Guiting  Power,  Little  Rissington  and  Naunton 
commenced  during  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these 
will  be  completed  early  in  1962. 

The  scheme  for  Lower  Slaughter  was  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
but  has  been  deferred  pending  an  enquiry  into  the  sewerage 
system  for  Bourton-on-the- Water  where  serious  flooding 
occurred  in  January  and  December  1960.  A joint  report 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  on  the  existing  conditions  at  Bourton-on-the-Water 
was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  June  1961  when  instructions 
were  given  for  certain  remedial  works  to  be  carried  out  to 
contribute  towards  the  elimination  of  flooding.  Instructions 
were  also  given  for  the  recording  of  flows  in  the  sewers  and 
for  the  carrying  out  of  a house-to-house  survey  of  properties 
in  the  village,  which  was  completed  in  December,  and  a full 
report  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  early  in  1962  when 
full  details  of  flows  have  been  recorded. 

The  scheme  for  Bourton-on-the-Hill  was  approved 
by  the  County  Council  and  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval.  Schemes 
for  Ebrington  and  Longborough  have  been  approved  in 
principle  by  the  Council  and  have  received  the  consent 
of  the  County  Council. 

The  Council  have  also  given  early  priority  for  schemes 
at  Broadwell  and  Evenlode,  and  Lower  Swell,  and  outline 
schemes  have  been  prepared. 

Sewer  Ditches

SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  only  swimming  bath  is  an  open-air  one  situated 
at  Broad  Campden  and  this  continues  to  be  a credit  to  the 
owner.  Water  for  the  bath  is  supplied  from  the  mains 
supply,  which  is  at  times  supplemented  by  a spring. 
Additional  chlorine  is  added  in  the  form  of  chloros  and 
daily  tests  are  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  a Chlorotex  outfit. 

The  children’s  paddling  pool  is  cleaned  out  weekly, 
and  the  main  pool  is  emptied  and  cleaned  out  as  necessary, 
on  average  about  once  a month,  but  more  frequently  if  the 
numbers  using  the  pool  make  this  necessary. 

A sample  of  water  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  on  the  11th  July,  1961,  for  bactereological 
examination  proved  to  be  satisfactory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  SURVEYOR 


No  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year 
owing  to  the  restrictions  on  Local  Authority  spending  as 
directed  by  the  Government.  Over  the  past  few  years  good 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  Council  houses 
and  the  greatest  need  now  is  housing  for  old  people  and 
for  the  newly  married. 

Individual  members  often  ask  for  industrial  develop- 
ment for  the  area,  but  no  light  industry  can  be  set  up  which 
requires  more  than  5,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  without 
a Board  of  Trade  certificate.  Because  of  the  very  low 
percentage  of  unemployment  in  the  area  a Board  of  Trade 
certificate  is  unlikely  to  be  granted.  Although  the  area 
is  chiefly  agricultural  in  character  a large  number  of  people 
travel  out  of  the  area  chiefly  to  factory  work. 

The  following  legislation,  amongst  many  Acts,  came 
into  force  during  the  year ; The  Housing  Act,  1961  ; The 
Housing  Bill,  1961  ; The  Milk  Special  Designation  Order, 
1961.  These  all  affect  the  administration  of  the  area. 

Water  Supplies 

The  Cotswold  Water  Board  was  formed  and  assumed 
its  responsibilities  on  the  1st  April,  1961.  Four  areas  were 
joined  to  form  the  Board,  Cirencester  U.D.C.,  Cirencester 
R.D.C.,  North  Cotswold  R.D.C.,  and  Northleach  R.D.C. 

24  of  the  26  parishes  in  the  area  have  public  mains 
supply  which  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Of  the  remaining  two  parishes  which  have  private  supplies, 
the  parish  of  Withington  will  need  boosting  from  the  public 
mains  supply  because  the  pipe  system  is  inadequate. 
Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  the  piped 
supplies,  both  of  the  raw  water  and  after  treated.  The  raw 
water  from  the  Bibury  supply  varied  in  purity  but  following 
filtration  and  chlorination  the  bacteriological  examinations 
proved  satisfactory.  During  the  year  two  samples  of  water 
were  taken  from  a privately  owned  supply  at  Withington 
and  both  samples  were  satisfactory.  There  are  no  public 
swimming  pools  in  the  area.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Andoversford  Scheme  has  been  deferred  for  some 
months,  which  means  that  work  will  not  commence  before 
1962.  The  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  schemes  for 
Sherborne  and  Bibury  and  these  should  be  ready  to  send 
to  the  Ministry  in  1962. 

Northleach  parish  is  the  only  parish  in  the  area  with 
a proper  sewerage  scheme.  This  has  been  in  operation  for 
the  past  10  years  and  has  given  little  trouble  in  that  time.

There  are  various  small  sewerage  plants  for  Council 
housing  estates.  One  man  is  employed  to  maintain  these 
plants,  the  larger  sites  being  visited  once  a week  and  the 
smaller  not  less  than  once  a fortnight.  Apart  from  this 
he  is  also  employed  doing  work  on  Council  property. 

Our  rural  sewerage  schemes  are  expensive  and  the 
Government  should  be  prepared  to  give  more  aid  by  way  of 
Grants  so  that  modern  amenities  can  be  provided  in  the 
country.  Now  that  mains  water  has  been  brought  to  the 
villages,  sewerage  schemes  are  essential  so  that  all  the 
cottages  can  be  modernised. 

Refuse  Disposal 

This  is  a fortnightly  kerb-side  collection  with  the 
exception  of  Northleach  where  the  collection  is  weekly. 
Two  men  are  employed  on  this  work  with  one  vehicle.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  disused  quarries.  At  the 
present  time  six  tips  are  in  use  scattered  throughout  the 
district.  This  cuts  down  the  mileage  in  a large  area  such 
as  this.  Refuse  collecting  is  a thankless  job  which  has 
to  be  carried  out  in  all  weathers.  It  is  hoped  that  a new 
vehicle  of  the  crew-cab  type  will  be  purchased  in  1962, 
which  will  give  more  room  for  wet  clothes  and  simplify  the 
matter  of  salvage  collecting.  During  the  past  year  few 
complaints  were  received  and  on  investigation  some  of  them 
were  found  to  be  the  occupiers  own  fault. 

Salvage  (Waste  Paper) 

Waste  paper  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  the 
refuse.  This  is  packed  in  sacks  and  kept  in  a store  until 
sufficient  is  collected  for  disposal  to  the  waste  paper 
merchants.  During  the  year  21  tons  Ilf  cwts.  of  waste  paper 
was  collected  representing  a sum  of  £43  15s.  6d. 

Litter  Bins 

In  the  past  few  years  the  number  of  litter  bins  has 
increased  considerably,  they  are  placed  at  the  various  beauty 
spots  and  at  lay-bys.  Most  villages  have  small  bins  which 
are  emptied  during  the  visits  of  the  refuse  collectors.  The 
main  roads  have  large  bins  at  the  lay-bys  and  these  often 
present  a problem  as  during  busy  periods  they  become  full 
and  cannot  be  emptied  sufficiently  often  without  a special 
service  to  prevent  them  overflowing  and  becoming  a nuisance. 
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Most  of  the  bins  at  lay-bys  are  emptied  by  the  County 
Council.  It  is  a pity  that  motorists  do  not  take  their  own 
litter  home  instead  of  overflowing  the  bins  and  making  a 
mess  of  the  countryside. 

River  Pollution 

Except  for  the  parish  of  Andoversford  which  will 
shortly  have  a mains  sewerage  scheme,  there  is  no  trouble 
from  river  pollution  throughout  the  area.  Inspectors  from 
the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  make  frequent  visits  to 
the  area.

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Raw  Milk  Regulations  (as 
amended  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regu- 
lations 1959) 

On  the  1st  March,  Northleach  Rural  District  became 
a designated  area  under  the  above  order  and  from  that  date 
all  milk  sold  in  the  area  had  to  be  designated  milk,  i.e. 
either  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk.  All 
milk  producers  and  dairies  are  now  under  the  control  of 
the  County  Council  through  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

Ice  Cream 

During  the  year  two  new  Licences  were  issued  for 
the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1953. 
There  are  now  a total  of  27  premises  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

The  number  of  premises  controlled  by  this  Act, 
namely  84,  remains  the  same  as  last  year.  This  includes 
food  shops,  sweet  shops,  hotels,  public  houses,  bakehouses, 
butchers  premises,  school  canteens,  factory  canteens,  etc. 
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Approximately  169  visits  were  made  to  these  premises 
during  the  year  and  generally  they  were  found  to  be  well 
conducted  and  up  to  a good  standard.  Cleanliness  is  the 
chief  factor  in  preventing  bacterial  contamination  of  food. 
No  cases  were  brought  forward  for  prosecution  during  the 
year.  The  use  of  the  deep-freeze  in  the  shops  and 
refrigerators  in  many  homes  has  meant  that  a bigger  variety 
of  food  can  be  obtained  in  the  smaller  villages.

PETROLEUM  (Consolidation)  ACT,  1928,  as  amended 

During  the  year  4 new  petroleum  Licences  were 
issued,  3 for  farm  use  and  1 private  installation.  There  are 
now  84  licences  in  force  in  the  district.  All  these  are 
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installed  under  supervision  and  according  to  Home  Office 
requirements.  There  are  no  Petroleum  Company  Depots 
in  the  area. 

HOUSING 

Steady  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  improve- 
ment of  properties,  with  or  without  Grants.  Most  properties 
are  built  in  Cotswold  stone  and  although  a lot  still  lack 
modern  amenities  in  most  cases  the  structure  is  sound  and 
no  doubt  will  last  longer  than  some  of  the  modern  buildings 
being  erected  today.  Now  that  mains  water  is  available 
most  of  these  properties  can  be  improved.  During  the  year 
15  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

Housing  Complaints 

Six  complaints  were  received  on  Public  Health  matters 
during  the  year,  these  were  investigated  and  dealt  with. 

Improvement  Grants  (Housing  Act,  1949,  Section  20),  as 

amended  by  the  Housing  Financial  Provisions  Acts, 

1958,  and  the  House  Purchase  Act,  1959 

These  Acts  are  very  helpful  for  those  wishing  to  bring 
their  properties  up  to  modern  standards.  Further,  generous 
loans  are  made  by  the  Local  Authority  to  enable  people  to 
acquire  their  own  properties. 

During  the  year,  51  properties  were  improved  and 
modernised  by  means  of  Grants.  4 houses  were  improved 
and  modernised  without  the  aid  of  Grants,  making  a total 
of  55  houses  improved  during  the  year.  Of  the  Grant  aided 
houses,  38  were  tenanted  houses  (20  Discretionary  Grants 
and  18  Standard  Grants),  13  were  owner  occupied  (4 
Discretionary  Grants  and  9 Standard  Grants). 

Applications  received  involved  40  houses  during  the 
year  (13  Standard  Grants  and  27  Discretionary  Grants). 

It  is  very  surprising  that  with  all  the  Housing  Acts 
passed  the  Grant-aided  scheme  is  the  only  way  that  bath- 
rooms, hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  etc.,  can  be  enforced 
in  an  existing  dwelling.  The  standard  of  work  carried  out 
on  the  Grant  scheme  has  been  very  good  and  it  is  surprising 
what  can  be  done  with  an  old  cottage  that  appears  to  be 
beyond  redemption.  All  Property  Agents  and  owners  in  the 
district  are  aware  of  this  scheme  and  advice  is  gladly  given 
to  all  that  ask  for  same.

This  has  certainly 
proved  a great  asset  to  the  town  but  already  wanton 
destruction  has  been  carried  out  and  this  is  very  disheartening 
after  much  thought  and  consideration  was  given  to  its 
construction. 


Garages  for  Council  Housing  Estates 

Much  thought  and  attention  has  been  given  to  this 
matter.  At  the  present  time  there  are  12  garages  at 
Northleach.  The  question  of  garages  at  Bibury,  Sherborne, 
Withington  and  Eastleach  has  been  given  consideration  and 
no  doubt  when  the  financial  position  is  brighter  these  parishes 
will  be  provided  for.

Water  Supply 

Negotiations  were  completed  for  the  taking  over  of 
the  Tetbury  water  supply  undertaking  by  the  Bristol  Water- 
works Company  and  the  handing  over  took  place  on  1st 
April,  1961. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during 
the  year. 

Investigations  into  the  possibility  of  extending  the 
Long  Newnton  supply  to  Ashley  showed  the  scheme  to  be 
too  expensive  for  the  few  properties  to  be  supplied  and 
the  owner  was  recommended  to  deal  with  the  supply 
privately. 

In  the  parish  of  Kingscote  the  supply  remains 
unsatisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  and  the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company  have  been  requested  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  extending  the  Tetbury  supply  from  Calcot  to 
Kingscote  and  Bagpath. 

Public  and  private  supplies  in  the  remainder  of  the 
district  were  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  the  private  supply  to  Newark  Park  Old 
People’s  Home,  Ozleworth,  which  was  found  to  be  polluted 
through  a defective  drainage  system.  Works  were  put  in 
hand  by  the  owners  to  remedy  the  trouble  and  further 
samples  will  be  taken. 

29  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  from  private 
supplies.  10  were  satisfactory  and  19  were  polluted. 

The  majority  of  these  samples  were  taken  in 
connection  with  the  investigations  into  the  water  supply 
for  the  parish  of  Kingscote. 

There  was  no  plumbo-solvent  contamination  of  public 
or  private  supplies. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area.

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SEWERAGE 


T ethury 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Tetbury  sewage  works  was 
nearly  completed  during  the  year.  The  major  part  was  put 
into  operation  by  December  bringing  about  considerable 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Tetbury  branch  of  the 
River  Avon.  Some  300  yards  of  12in.  sewer  were  relaid 
on  a new  line  to  remedy  surface  water  infiltration. 

Avening  and  Cherington 

The  sewage  works  serving  these  parishes  was 
satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year.  No  pollution  of 
the  stream  has  arisen.  The  6in.  extension  to  the  Woodstock 
area  serving  six  existing  and  six  new  dwellings  was 
completed  satisfactorily. 

Didmarton 

The  Council  decided  to  ask  their  Consulting 
Engineers  to  prepare  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  village. 
Further  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  old 
drainage  system  which  is  constantly  causing  trouble. 

Other  Parishes 

There  are  no  sewerage  systems  in  the  remaining 
parishes  other  than  for  Council  houses  at  Shipton  Moyne, 
and  Boxwell-with-Leighterton. 

River  Pollution 

The  only  case  arising  was  caused  by  the  effluent 
from  the  Tetbury  Sewage  Works  and  this  was  partially 
remedied  late  in  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  completion 
of  the  new  works  early  in  the  new  year  will  completely 
remedy  the  trouble. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Public  Conveniences  suffered  a certain  amount 
of  wilful  damage  during  the  year  but  have  been  well 
maintained. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  carries  out  a weekly  refuse  collection 
throughout  the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  places  where 
satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  a fortnightly 
collection. 

No  salvage  is  collected. 
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The  refuse  tip  at  Herd  Lane,  Tetbury,  was  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  no  serious  nuisance  from 
smells  or  flies  occurred. 

Sunday  sweeping  of  the  main  streets  of  Tetbury  has 
been  maintained  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 

Housing  Act,  1957 

During  the  year  14  representations  under  Section  16 
of  the  Act  were  considered  by  the  Council.  Demolition 
Orders  were  made  on  4,  Closing  Orders  on  4,  undertakings 
accepted  in  3 cases  and  it  was  decided  to  purchase  3 others 
for  temporary  housing  and  redevelopment.  There  are  no 
common  lodging  houses  in  the  area. 

Council  Houses 

During  the  year  28  three-bedroomed  houses  and  12 
one-bedroomed  flats  were  completed  at  Northfield  Close, 
Tetbury,  and  6 old  persons’  bungalows  at  Woodstock. 
Avening. 

Some  2|  acres  of  the  Harp  Allotments,  Tetbury, 
were  acquired  and  a scheme  prepared  for  24  three- 
bedroomed  houses  together  with  16  old  persons’  bungalows 
complete  with  Communal  Room  and  Warden’s  Flat.  The 
latter  scheme  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  County  Welfare  Committee  with  regard  to  the 
provision  of  housing  accommodation  specially  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  old  people. 

Negotiations  were  also  started  for  the  purchase  of 
another  acres  of  land  between  the  Harp  Allotments  Site 
and  London  Road,  Tetbury,  for  further  Council  houses. 

The  owners  of  the  Bell  Inn  orchard,  Avening,  were 
approached  regarding  the  possibility  of  purchasing  the  site 
for  Council  housing  development. 

The  Council’s  architects  were  requested  to  prepare 
a scheme  for  the  improvement  of  5 Council  houses  at 
Leighterton.  It  was  decided  to  modernise  4 of  the  houses 
within  the  existing  structure  and  to  provide  an  additional 
living-room  and  bedroom  to  one  house  occupied  by  a large 
family. 
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House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  Improvement  Grants 
Discretionary  Grants 

Some  16  applications  in  respect  of  18  dwellings  were 
approved  and  21  certificates  of  completion  were  issued 
during  the  year.  The  average  Grant  per  dwelling  amounted 
to  £370  11s.  Od.  To  date  a total  of  170  dwellings  have 
been  improved  with  Grant  aid. 

Standard  Grants 

15  applications  for  Standard  Grant  were  approved 
and  20  certificates  of  completion  were  issued  during  the 
year.  To  date  a total  of  46  Standard  Grants  have  been 
approved. 

New  Buildings 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Council’s 
building  byelaws  amounted  to  79  during  the  year,  including 
4 new  dwellings,  48  alterations  and  additions  and  27 
miscellaneous.  During  the  year  4 houses  were  completed 
by  private  enterprise. 

The  small  number  of  private  enterprise  dwellings 
erected  during  the  year  was  brought  about  partly  by  the 
closing  down  of  a large  Building  Contracting  firm  in 
Tetbury  who  were  developing  a private  housing  site  and  the 
fact  that  little  land  has  been  available  for  sale  to  private 
developers.  Outline  planning  consent  was  granted  in  respect 
of  some  14  acres  in  Tetbury  during  the  year. 

Caravans 

There  are  no  camping  or  caravan  sites  in  the  area 
but  five  individual  caravans  were  licensed. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

The  1 1 existing  filling  stations  were  inspected  in 
detail  during  the  year  and  in  4 cases  the  Fire  Prevention 
Officer  of  the  County  Fire  Service  was  consulted. 

All  the  premises  were  re-licensed  with  additional 
conditions  which  are  being  complied  with  except  for  one 
station  in  Tetbury  where  an  appeal  to  the  Home  Office 
is  pending. 

39  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  spirit.  Of  these  11  were  filling  stations 
and  28  were  industrial  establishments  or  farms. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the 
year  amounted  to  16  and  205  inspections  were  carried  out. 
The  systematic  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers,  refuse 
tips,  etc.,  was  carried  out.  No  major  infestations  were 
reported  during  the  year. 


.Meat,  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  but  3 
licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen  in  the  area  during 
the  year.
